That certificates should be'is- 
sued to reputable physicians of fully 
ten years' practice. That other per- 
sons should be examined. 
That any 


certificate may be revoked for cause.

It seems 
that murder is governed by some fixed 
law, like other social phenomena, and 
thai»: given certain conditions, the 
number of homicides to be committed 
annually in a certain population can 
bel^piroximately predicted.

To-day at 12 o'clock the annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Railway was held at the oflBce of the 
company, 175 Wood street, for the 
purpose of listening to the reports of 
the officers, and electing three direc- 
tors to fill the vacancies caused W the 
expiration of the terms of Mr. T. A. 
Scott, of Pennsylvania, and John 
Sherman and L. R. Harrison. 


After the meeting had been called 
to order by Capt. John Birmingham, 
the president. Secretary Hutchinson 
submitted the annual report for the 
year 1878, as furnished by the lessees. 
The gross earnings as shown by it, for 
1878 are $7,830,109.65, against $6,- 
928,356.11 for 1877, or an in in- 
crease 
of 
$901,253.54. 
The 
ex- 
penses for 1878 were $4,140,912.67, or 
an increase over the year preceding 
of $76,314.33, a result more satisfactory 
than was anticipated. 
The net earn- 
ings for 1878 are $3,609,196.98, show- 
ing an improvement over the year 
previous of $824,739.21. 
The gain in 
operating the New Castle and ^aver 
Valley Railroad and the Lawrence 
Railway is $42,356.54. After deduct- 
ing $211,936-78 paid the Cleveland 
and Pitsburg company and the tax on 
capital stock there is a net balance of 
$3,519,613.71, out of which the lessee 
has paid for various purposes $2,287,- 
026, leaving a profit for the lesee for 
the year of $713,587.71. 


The amount paid of the Cleveland 
and Pittsburg Company is more or 
less illusory, as under the contract be- 
tween the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago and the C. & P. the di- 
vision of earnings are to be adjusted 
every two years, so as to equalize any 
previous payment make by one to the 
other on joint earnings. 


NIUSTEEB' REPORT. 


The report of the trustees of the 
sinking fund showed a total amount of 
bonds purchased for, and now in the 
sinking fund, $2,239,500. 


At the last two previous meetings 
attention of bondholders was called to 
the question of a modification of the 
provisions of the mortgage raised by 
essee in view of the large percentage 
of the sinking fund being absorbed by 
the heavy premium on the bonds.

Progress has been 
made in adjusting the claims against 
the company, but suits are still pend- 
ing for claimed patent rights, also for 
tax arrears claimed by the United 
States government on the main line 
and Akron branches. 


OFFICERS ELECTED. 
The report was adopted and then an 
adjournment was had for thirty min- 
utes while directors were being voted 
for. Messrs. Leggett and Dury were 
appointed inspectors of election. Over 
$20,000,000 of stock were voted, and 
Messrs, Scott, Sherman and Harrison 
re-elected. The stock of the company 
is principally owned in the east and 
in Europe. About $300,000 is owned 
in Cincinnati, and a mere fraction in 
Pittsburgh. After the vote was de- 
clared the dozen stockholders present 
adjourned.

The afternoon session of the grand 
lodge L O. O. F. yesterdny was large- 
ly devoted to the discussion of the 
resolution to abandon semi-annual 
communication.s The resolution was 
defeated 165 to 345. On behalf of L. 
A. Kiefer, P. 
G. 
Representative 
Thomas Underwood presented the 
grand lodge a plaster cast of P. G. Mas- 
ter W. K. Edwards, of Terre Haute, 
which was accepted. 
A report of 
the committee on petitions and ap- 
peals, recommending the consolida- 
tion of the lodges at Jonesboro and 
Harrisburg, was not concurred in. 


The session of the grand lodge this 
morning was devoted to the reception 
and discussion of reports from com- 
mittees. The committee on the de- 
gree of Rebekah reported that they 
would submit a constitution which 
will provide for the readmission of a 
dropped member, in accordance w^ith 
the grand master's suggestion. His 
decisions on the Rebekah lodge ques- 
tions were approved. The committee 
also reported that the widow of an 
Odd Fellow who marries a man notan 
Odd Fellow, docs not forfeit her mem- 
bership. Concurred in. 


A memorial and resolutions on the 
death of G. P. M. James H. Stewart 
were adopted by a rising vote, after 
remarks by P. G. Rep. Underwood, 
Grand Master Cox and Secretary 
Foster. 


The exemplification of the unwrit- 
ten work of the order was fixed for 2 
o'clock, P. G. Rep.MoQuiddy officiat- 
ing, followed by the nomination of 
officers. 


A rtsolution reported by the com- 
mittee on the state of the' order, was 
adopted, recommending that wherever 
practicable the celebration of the an- 
niversary of American Odd Fellow- 
ship be conducted by districts instead 
of separate lodges. 


The trouble withMesliequohnoquoh 
lodge was declared settled upon the 
basis of the grand marshal, J. R. 
Griggs. 


Grand Master Ccx's proclamation 
denouncing the gift enterprise for the 
benefit of Wanatah lodge, was ap- 
proved. 


It was decided lhat the widow of 
an Odd Fellow against whom charges 
have been prefcried, and who dies 
without a trial, is r^ntitled to benefits 
provided his dues Ivave been paid. 


On a resolution to amend the gen- 
eral laws by making jKrsons engaged 
in the traffic of intoxicating liquors 
ineligible to membership in the order, 
the legislative committee reported that 
the grand lodge of the United States 
has exclusive jurisdiction of that ques- 
tion. Concurred ia 


An amendment lo the general laws 
providing that a loige may invest its 
orphans' funa« in lodge bonds wae lost. 


Amendments wert made to the gen 
eral laws providing ,hat the orphans' 
fund shall not be loaned at less than 
the legal rate of interest; withholding 
benefits from a rcinstited member for 
six months after suet reinstatement. 


The grand lodge acjourned this af- 
ternoon.

cles, and their contents removed at lejist 
three times per week during the months of
